diſobeying his Creatozs commandement, to 
looſe all this happineſſe, and in that Treaſon 
ot his to condemn? 24 his poſteritie? How 
xiillerabie axe te Sonnes become by the Fa- 
thers fall? How bicſſed had they beene, if hee 
had ſtood? For reckon vp their loſles : the 
19021d that ſhould haue beene their Para- 
die is now their Puſon . Mang pꝛotectoz 
(God) hath giuen him ouer: Angels (that 
then were his equals) are now farre aboue 
him, All creatures that were his Subiects, 
rebell-at their Loꝛd and Maſter; a little Bee 
dares ſting him, the lmalleſt Gnatte is ready 
to choake him: The earth bungs foozty Bꝛp⸗ 
ers and Bzambles to ſcratch him, poyſons 
to kill him, Serpents ts deuour him, yea 
the heauens t;emſelues emptie their ful Qui⸗ 
uers ot dꝛeadlul vengeance, ſhooting tempeſts 
of Bayle , Ice, Snowe, Waters, Windes, 
Thunder and Lightning, ppon his miſera- 
ble and ſinkull head.

We are all iike LZenophantus, that could doe 
nothing but laugh: yea, our eſcaped miſe- 
ries are but our mockeries; fo2 (as dull beaſts 
doe) we feele ſtripes to day, but foꝛget the 
linarting to moꝛrow; gro doing fat with af- 
flictions as à ſſes doe with blowes, and the 
moꝛe beaten, the harder our hearts are, like 
pꝛon, lying vnder the hammer.

Since no rodde can terrifie but what is pze- 
ſently held ouer vs; O pee Woꝛldlings, (bn- 
leſle your boſomes bee as cold as pour Cha⸗ 
ritie is) I ſhall melt you all into Mater. and 
ſtartle your Soules out of their deadly ſlum⸗ 
bers, vnleſſe they bee as dull and heauie as 
your finnes are, by ratling in your eares the 
Thunder of Diuine vengeance, whoſe noyſe 
oth now at this very inſtant terrifie vs your 
diſconſolate Netghbours.

Inthis Citie (ſwelling with theabundance 
which her owne wombe beares and bzings 
fozth : > when her head lay in the.ſoft 12 1 of 
, e, 
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eaſe, when Peace ſate at her Gates, Free⸗ 


dome walked in her Streetes, and when ſe- 
curitie laide all the Inhabitants vpon their 
wanton Pillowes. Behold, the Reuealcr and 
Reuenger of all cloſe and hidden impiette 
ſuddenly ſnatched out his Swozd, and /ſmi- 
ting at them) made their loftieſt Pinnacles to 
tremble. Foz vpon the eight day of December 
(now laſt) a vninerſall Earth-quake Gooke 
the dcepeſt foundations of the ſtrongeſt buil⸗ 
dings; Churches and Steeples reeled in the 
Ayꝛe like Shippes (in ſtozines) beaten vpon 
the waues, and in a moment, their higheſt 
Battlements came tumbling to the Earth. 
Towers of Flint æ Marble cannot reſiſt this 
batterie. The wꝛath of ten thouſand Canons 


cannot confound ſo quicklp, fe2 whole ſtreetes 


ol Hovles ſtand tottering: and whole ſtreetes 
of Houles fall. Safetie hath no alles to 
dwell in, no coꝛner to flie to. Men, Women 
and Childzenare with the terroz thꝛowne to 
the Earth, and as there they lie, their owne 
Buildings fall un them, and grinde them into 
duſt. It any haue ſo much heart let, as to litt

recti. Oꝛ ſhal I let flie none of theſe arrowes 
but ſhooting at Rouers in another bow. hal 
with the Naturaliſt a ſearcher ofſecrets, con

they are pꝛedictions or ſome fatal, fearefull, a 
poꝛtentious calamittes , aſſurediy thzeatning 
ſome particular ation, not ſhot from an oz- 
dinarie, but aſupernaturall hand.

Oz wouid to Wod 
that as you haue dꝛawne your ſ woꝛds againſt 
the boſome of your country, you had likewiſe 
vnhheathedthem againſt the ſins of your coun⸗ 
try, the happilyhad not we dunk ofthis bitter 
cup of calamittes, then happily ( which h:aucn 
Auert) God w ill not philicke pou with the lame 
ſtrong pot ion.

The knot being now tyed, which to Lo- 
uers is ſo welcome , Muſicke is called foz, to 
ſtirre vp their bloud and youthfull Spirits. 
Daunces hauing wearyed them , they -all ſit 
downe at the Bzidall-Table , where Plentie 
her ſelfe could not haue inuented one diſb moze 
to furniſh out the feaſt. 

At the table (after the Dutch faſbion) they 


it long, and dzinke hard, and being cloyed 


with Glaſſes of Sugar and UKheniſh , whoſe 
poyſon goes downe ſmoothly, they fall againe 


to their Lauoltaes: and in ths manner doe 


they fox thzee oz foure dayes together, renew 
good cheere, their carowſing, and their daun⸗ 


cing. 
"Ind (as it commonly happens at ſuch mee⸗ 
tings) it being famed abzoad that two weal⸗ 
thy perſons were marryed, a number of pooze 
and aged people warmed about the gates of 
the B2ide-houſe : But whether it were the co⸗ 
uetouſneſle of the Parents, the pꝛide of the 
Bzidegroome and Bzide, oꝛ the neglect of 
Deruants, oz whether it was Gods will to 
harden all their hearts,onely to ſhew ſome pu- 
niſbment on ſuch as are vncharitable, to ex⸗ 
yelle his deteſtation of that dnne 2: oz elſe 
whether hee ſuffered them to dzowne them- 
ſelues in Wine, Belly-cheere and Pleaſures, 
nnn 
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and luxurious Dives, whilſt he ſuffered pooze 


Lazarus to begge crummes at his Gate yet to 


haue none: but ſure it is, that commande⸗ 
ment was giuen, that no meates which came 
from the Wedding · Table, ſhould not onely 
not be giuen to the Beggars, but that rather 
they ſbould be all beaten with cudgels from 
the gates. which was done accozdingly, And 
ſo the Beggars being as vncharitable in their 
pꝛayers, as the other were cold in their almes, 
went away with hungry Bellyes, but their 


mouthes full of curſes, which they ip tefully 


ſpit fozth againſt the Douſe , the Owners, 
2 N Bzide, Deruants , and 
ueſts 

But their breath had no power to hurt 
them, it was God that was to take the quar- 
rell in hand, not foꝛ any loue to ſuch wicked 
and licentious idle Caterpillers, againſt whom 
he often hardens peoples hearts, to puniſh 
their abhominable liuing, but to reuenge 
_ vpon them , _ — fuineſſe delpile — 
thoſe pooꝛe member begge 
Name of his Sonne e 
ſtrikes them not — — — 
haue time giuen them to bethinke themſelues, 
and to remember the needy. But the hearts of 
them all being frozen vp, and pitty not endu- 
ring in lo — comfoztleſſe a lodging: 

B 2 Behold, 
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Behold ,- all at their plenteougand Epicurean 
voluptuous tables, fall to dzinking, ſwilling , 
and carowſing deepe healths, which twimme 
from lip to lip in oaths, in curſing and in quar⸗ 
rels: the Wine ( oꝛdayned by God foz mans 
nouriſhment) walbing the ground, the earth 
being made dꝛunken with her owne fruits: 
and the delicate meates (whoſe ſcraps the 
hungry beggar would haue beene glad of) were 
thꝛowne in ſinfull meriment, in one anothers 
faces, and then ſpitefully trodden in mockery 
vnder their feete, 

At this impiety the fire ol Gods indignati⸗ 
on being kindled, he made the earth to cleaue, 
and to t wallow thoſe that deuoured the bleſ- 
ſings of it: her wombe opened like an inſatt= 
able Gꝛaue, and in the ſame were they (All) 
buryed aliue. 

The terroꝛ of this ſtrucke them halfe dead 
with aſtoniſhment that eſcaped the blow: yet 
afterwards euen they accounted them happy 
that were ſo taken away, when they felt the 
ſbarpneſle of thole miſerics. which pꝛelently 
Heauen thꝛew vpon them, Foz ſodainely, the 
Day loſt his light, the Sunne hid his head, 
as aſhamed, oz rather deteſting to looke vp⸗ 
on luch wꝛetches: and in ſtead of his comfoꝛ⸗ 
table bzightneſle, a melancholy, pitchie, gluti- 
nous, and ſtincking, miſty darkneſſe o__ 
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all the place: fearefull to behold , and yet the 
mote tearefull,becauſe nothing could be ſeene. 
And this blacke Image of Hell and Might 
ſtood befoze them by the ſpace of fiue dayes, 
At whoſe end ( albeit no man thought that 
God would euer haue ſatd once moꝛe, Let there 
be Light) yet the Light appeared: but How 7 
Not to cheere vp their afflicted Spirits, but 
as it did to Adam, to diſcouer both their 
Sinne, their Shame, and a further Puniſh- 
ment, Foz the Day was onely ſhowne to 
them to vere them the moze with ſight of ſo 
Deare a loſſe, and to make them know how 
powerfull he was that could take it from 
them, 

And againe, to manifeſt that power, he 
ſtrucke the Heauens blinde againe, and in ſtead 
of light to glad them, ravned dowone ſhovozes 
of Fire mixed with Bloud, And then to ſhake 
the Moꝛld with belieke and feare, that her 
laſt and moſt diſmall day was come, an Earth⸗ 
quake (no leſſe dzeadfull then the fozmer) both 
increaſed their miſeries and ended them: foꝛ 
God(accozding to his diuine pꝛomiſe and pꝛo⸗ 
perty) being neuer angry long, was ſatiified 
with this their puniſhment, and reſtoꝛed vnto 
them that which they were in deſpaire neuer 
to haue ſeene, that is to ſay, light and life. 

Onely let not this be 1 * 
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as the Land felt the ſtrength of his arme and 
trembled, ſo did the waters, foz the ſtozme of 
his w2ath powed downe it ſeite vpon the 
neighbouring Deas, ſo that many: Shippes 
were vtterly caſt away, the Goods loſt, and 
the People in them dꝛowned: No Pilot in 
the Woꝛzld (how ſkilfull ſoeuer) being able to 
ouercome a Tempeſt, when Hee who once 
made all this oꝛzld an Ocean, commaunds 
the Maues to execute his diſpleaſure. 

Ok which Tragicall fury of the Billowes 
this is one memozable and notozious pꝛooke, 
(to be lamented in moze wozdes then J ſet 
it downe in letters) that amongſt thoſe num- 
bers of dead carkaſes which the Sea (as 
vnwilling to beare ſuch vnnaturall and igno- 
ble Burdens) paide backe againe vpon th 
Shoare , a dead Doman was one, about 
whoſe body were found tyed (as it ſeemed in 
the heat and height of the Temveſt ) ſeauen 
Lhildzen, ſhe her ſelfe being great with the 


Thus haue you heard a true repoꝛt of the 
Almigyties Anger and his Merty, his Pow. 
er both by Sea and Land: let vs therefoze 
(whoſe lines and poſſeſſions he might haue 
confiſcated in his tuſt indignation, yet hath 
ſpared them) fall vpon our knees with thanks 
foz his deliverance , and byinging bs — 
thzoug 
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thzough this Red. Sea of troubles, in which 
(if it had pleaſed him) we might with the 
reſt haue beene foz euer confounded , Foz our 
hearts (made ſo by our ſinneg) are hardened, 
(not oneiy one againſt another but againſt him) 
as much as theirs were, oz euer Pharaohs . 
was. Open the Lloſet of euery mans conſct- 
ence, and you ſhall finde a Booke there, all 
blotted, and wꝛitten full of impieties, blacker 
then the incke: yet ſo marble-bzeaſted are we, 
that (like fooles going laughing to theſtockes) 
we are inſenſibleof our owne harmes. | 
The Uine (vntimely cut) weepes away her 
ſtrength at the wound, but no milerythat cuts 
vs (eaxely oꝛ late) can make vs weepe foz our 
ſinnes. Sinne and we are as inſeparable as 
trechery is from the Soule of a Turke, oz 
blackenes from the cheekes of an Ethiope, 
mee feele the ſmarting paine of a ſlight 
blow, it angers vs: nay, the loſle of a little 
bloud makes vs cry out, and almoſt ſtarke 
mad foz the feare of appꝛoaching death: but 
if our ſoules be buffeted, we laugh at it: if 
they be ſhattered in pieces, rent, and ruined, 
we ſtirre not at that: Her illdayes we wꝛite 
dovone in no Kalender, foz we thinke there 
are not any can hurt her. Swallowes would 
not come within Thebes', becauſe the wals 
were ſo often beſieged ; but wzetched' — 
| put 
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puts on wings to flye to thoſe Cities, which 
are molt ſhaken with vices, The moze rotten 
the hart of this oꝛlos Eingdome is, by fee- 
ding on ſweet and bewitching pleaſures , the 
moe we dote (like fond Louers ) vpon it. 
To let downe our linnes, is as infinite a 
taſkeas to paint our thoughts :1t is a chaine 
reaching downe as low beneath vs as the 
gloztes of heauen are aboue vs. To ſet downe 
our ſinnes at full, we had need to ſtudy anew 
Arithmeticke: to be as long-linde as the Hart 
when we lit to doe it: to turne the Sea into 
Jncke when we wꝛite the Figures: to binde 
vp a Booke with as many Leaues as are 
rent by Autumne : and to haue the Sands of 
the Ocean foꝛ Compters, vet all theſe helpes 
are not able to caſt vp the Summe. Foz we 
are ſtill at difference with God yet is he loath 
to fall out with vs: we owe him Millions, 
yet pay him not a Mite: He loues vs as the 
Apple of his Eye, vet we caſt his loue at our 
feete: he fings ſweet Notes of mercy in our 
Eares, and they make vs pꝛeſume: he then 
ſbakes his Jron Mace of Juſtice at vs, and 
then wee delpaire. So that his patience and 
our wickedneſſe, our pꝛouocation and his ten⸗ 
der-hartedneſle, are no mo2e tunable together 
then Lute-ſtrings ofa udolfe and a Lambe, 


which neuer agree in Mulicke. Af 
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It then the number of our bad deeds wels 
to à heape ſo great, how can wee at Gods 
hands but looke foz as great, and as many pu- 
niſbments e Ik a debter owe vs money, we 
looke to haue all, we ſpare not him, we vere 
him, we plucke out his thꝛoate foz our owne : 
nohy ſhould not God (then) handle vs ſo - 
Pet he reckons ſeldome, and fozgiues much: 
when he ſees vs waſting the Talents he truſts 


vs with, and too too lauiſhly conſuming them, 


then, then, we muſt be ſure to pay foz all. 

Euery man hath by Himſelfe an accompt 
to make vp: euery Nation runnes in Arera- 
ges, yea, the Mold it ſelfe is behinde hand 
with his Lord and Maker. The Audit day 
is ſet downe in his euerlaſting Repoztary, 
(nowone to man that it muſt come, but 
knovone to the King ol Heauen onely when it 
ſhall come:) foꝛ when eyther we(byour ſelnes) 
perſonally, oz any Nation particularly, oz the 
woꝛld in generally is tobe lummoned to make 
his reſt euen, lyes hid in a Booke which none 
can vnclaſpe. All of vs therefoze had neede to 
be in readines becauſe the hower is vncertaine 
when he will call. 

How vnſpeakable then is the Mercy of our 
Sauiour how tindemenſiue is his bounty 
that our offences being as innumerable as the 
tozments of Hell, and A” Aa _ 

all, 
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all, yet he whips vs but with ſilken rods, 
and giues vs fillops when he might daſh vs in 
pieces We are all his flocze, and all haue 


gone aſtray,yct he ſtrikes but one to warne the 


reſt. Foꝛ the Diuell (like the Teumeſian Foxe) 
auer takes and tearcs all that he hunts, but 
he that ſaucd the Pꝛophet in the belly of the 
great Leuiathan of the ſea. can and doth Deltuer 
vs when we are held faſt betweene his pawes, 

O my deare Country of Germany, this is 
not the firſt warning that thou haſt had from 
Heauen to amend thy wickedneſſe. Many a 
Trumpet haue the Angels trom aboue ſoun⸗ 
ded in thine Eare to awatze thee : but ſeeing 
thou wilt not liſten to the ſong of the Larke, 
thou art infozced to hearken to the hoarſneſſe 
of the Screech-owle. Thou haſt longed foz 
the fleſh-pots of Egypt, ohen thou feddeſt vpon 
Quailes and Manna: and that is the cauſe 
that thou art woꝛthily afflicted,and compelled 
in ſtead of rich ines, to dzinke thine owne 
teares: and foz thy full banquets, to eate the 
bzead ofthine owne,and thy childzens ſozrow, 
Leaſt therefoze that this thy pzeſent calamity 
be but vnto thee as a fearefull dzeame, and 
leaſt thou ſbouldſt waite this freſb and bleeding 
miſery tn water, when it is moſt fit to be en⸗ 
grauen inleauegof Adamant,ozratherpzinted 


in the palines of thy hands to be euer in thine 


eyes, 
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eves, J intreate thee to looke backe vpon the 
woes which thou haſt bozne in ages paſt; Ree 
member ſome ſozrowes of thy younger Dares: 
though the wounds beclsſed vp, yet behoid 
the ſcais, and in beholding them, weepe that 
thou ſhouldſt ſo incenſe Yeauen to ſtrike , and 
pet reioyce that the puniſhment is ſo gentle. 
Amongſt many therefoze of the rods , with 
which thou halt beene beaten , J will onely 
ſbew thee thꝛee, and theſe are they. 

In the yeare 1346. (vpon the Regall of S. 
Catharine) the Citie ot Baſill, being one of the 
nobleſt buildings in Germany, and foz the bza- 
uery of it called Regnopoli (the Kingly Citie) 
was (as Munſter is at this pzeſent ) ſhaken 
with an Earth. quake: which was ſo violent, 
that by fozce thereof a great part of the Ca⸗ 


thedꝛall Church (02 Summum Templum ) fell 


downe: and a magnificenr Palace adioyning 
to that Temple dꝛowned her loftieſt Pynna= 
cles in the Riuer Rhyne, vVpon which that re⸗ 
novoned City ſtands, 

And againe in the yeare 1356. on the dayof 
S. Luke, another Earth quake did not onely 
ſhake and ſearch the foundations of all Ger- 
many, but (foz many times oneafter another ) 
toſſed the fozeſaid Citie of Baſill, caſting downe 
her Towers. Churches, Palaces, and noals, 
and murd:ing in their 2 aboue one hun⸗

dꝛed 
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dzed perſons, and with the fall of ſtoneg and 
timber, ſtriking infinite numbers lame, Yet 
the rage of it was not ſatiſfied thus: fox by 
the ſhaking in pieces of houſes that had fires 
in them, a lamentable deſtruction fell vpon 
the whole Citie: inlomuch (the flames being 
exceeding great, and not able any wayes to 
be quenched) men, women, and childzen ſtood 
afarre off, wzinging their hands, to ſee their 
riches, their dowztes, and patrimonies C val- 


lowed vp in flames, which burned day and 


night, and in their greedy and mercileſſe fury 
conſumed (beſides the Citie of Baſill ) theſe 
places alſo ; viz. Schouuenberg , Vuartenberg , 
Reichenſtein, Angenſtein , Berenfelſs, Pleffingen , 
Scholberg, Froburg, and many others, as by a 
Letter ſent to Sebaſtian Munſter, (by Bonif : 


Amerbachius ) tg to be ſeene in his deſcription- 


of Germany. 

The ſame Authour ſets downe likewiſe, 
the ſad remembzance of a miſery which fell 
in Auguſt 1545. vpon Mechlyn in Brabant, where 
God thundzed firſt ſo terrtbly on the buildings 
and the ſinnes of the people, that Mechſyn 
tbooke and trembled to her very foundations. 
That dꝛeadfull — — 


a darkneſſe followed, with a moſt hoz 
y n-

ſtench of Bzimltone , moꝛe 
habitants then the Thunder did. 


miſery 
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miſery being likewiſe remoued from them, as 
bad 02 wozle ſucceeded : foʒ the Clouds ope- 
ning their reuenging boſomes, thzew downe 
ſuch fearefuli Lightning, that men expected 
when the whole frame of Heauen would haue 
melted, And (to increaſe that terroz) the 
flaſbes bzake into a Tower that was ſtozed 
with eight hundzed Barrels of Gun-powder, 
which taking fire, blew vp a great part of the 
Tower in a moment: Stones Tumber, and 
mens quarters flying vp into the Ayze , and 
many whole carkaſes found dead the next 
mo2ning . No Church ſtood vndefaced , no 
houſe vnrutned, no but vndone by it. 

At the lame time ie men litting at Cards 
were ſtrucke dead, Whilſt the woman that 
went into the £ellar to fetch them dzinke 
eſcaped aliue: yet diſmayed no doubt. but not 
ſo much terriſted as he was, who in the heate 
of thoſe diuine puniſbments, fled and hid him⸗ 
ſelfe in a caue by the ſpace of thzee dapes: 
from whence being dziuen out by Famine (fox 
no fozce elſe could haue made him aduenture 
to the light) he with faint voyte, and trembling 
toynts aſked aloud, If the world ſtood ſtill or not. 
Thus Munſter. 

And thus farre hauing led thee backe to 
looke vpon thy ancient ruines, I wilbthee the 
full fruit of all 9 Papers, wry the 
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Country round about, ( terrified by thy mile⸗ 
rles, and hit oh doe daily poure out 
in their Churches manded thereunto by 
their Rulers Ind h their Pꝛayers doe J 

mingle mine, that it would pleale God to dẽ⸗ 
ler not onely th our Lonntry from his hea- 
ute puniſbment -vpon- it-foz the ſinneg of 
the people in 73 but alſo that he would call 
home thole angry mellenger of his wꝛath, 
whole fon tage hath afflicted England,
